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THE LANGUAGE OF THE 
FUTURE 


Since the war the English 
language has taken a definite lead 
over all its competitors in world- 
wide communication. There was a 
time when Latin held a position of 
undisputed supremacy as the 
language of diplomacy, of scholar- 
ship, and of science. French 
superseded Latin, and retained ita 
place till the problems created by 
the war brought the representatives 
of many nations together in a rapid 
succession of conferences, which 
show no signs of diminishing in 
number frequency. These con- 
ferences, and the results arising 


or 


therefrom, have proven to be a com- 
pelling demonstration of the pre- 
dominance, and widespread interests 


of English-speaking peoples all over 
the world. Trade and commerce 
have carried the language to “ 
ends of the earth, and traders of 
every race and color must under- 
stand at least a smattering of our 
tongue in order to conduct their 
business. 

The need for an universal lan- 
guage has long been felt, and in- 
genious systems, like Esperanto, are 
kept alive by a comparatively small 
number of enthusiastic advocates. 
But there is as much difference be- 
tween a manufactured language and 
a living, pulsating one, as there is 
between a robot and an intelligent 
man, Living language embodies the 
very soul of the race which evolved 
it, and no manufactured system can 
ever be anything more than coldly 
mechanical; lacking any force of 
vitality, it will eventually peter out 
ingoriously, like the mule, without 
pride of ancestry or hope of poster- 


ity. 
The anguage of the future will be 
one of the great living languages, 


and close observers, many of them 


belonging to non-English-speaking 
countries, believe that English is 
destined to become the universal 
tongue, not alone because of its ex- 
cellence and suitability, but because 
it is the common language of a 
group of nations of such power, 
prestige and influence that its 


recognition and adoption as a world 
language would be a logical step in 
the evolution of human affairs. 


EDUCATION FOR COMMERCE

Neglect, or comparative neglect, 
has been the lot of the child after 
he has been weaned when he is no 
longer so entirely dependent upon 
his mother. The need for special care 
of the infant is generally recog- 
nized, but what is not so universally 
understood is that the pre-school 
years of life are all important in 
laying foundations for the good 
health habits which must be est- 
ablished if adult health is to be at- 
tained. 


After weaning, the child cannot 
become one of the family in the 
sense that he can eat the ordinary 
family diet. The feeding of the 
child at this time requires special 
care, and the mother needs to give 
time to the proper selection and pre- 
paration of the young child’s food. 
There is, beyond doubt, a close re- 
lationship between physical fitness 
and proper food. Eating habits are 
established during the second and 
third year of life. It therefore 
stands to reason that these years 
are the most important in starting 
and developing desirable habits in 
connection with the use of foods.
